Mhocking Murder

TIE TRAGEDY.

Everything remained very qniet in the honse
vntil yesterday morning. at 91§ o'clock, when
Mra, SBincoe, who resides pext door, and who
was in the second story of her own house,
heard the reportof a pistol twice, one shot
being fired 1mmediately alter the other. She
did not pay munch atiention to the noise,
although It shook the glass in the windows, bat
thought that something bad fallen 1o one of the
lower rooms, and did wot pay any more atten-
tion to it. The woman Mary Kidd, who slept
with Mrs, Anderson, heard her pet up about 7
o'clock in the mornirg, and go down stairs, but
did not hear the shots ired, and only discovered
the tragedy when going down the stnirway into
the kitchen, about 10 o'clock, when, seeing
blood upon the floor, withont walting to seek
further, she ran up stairs and awoke the bhay,
who ceame down, and discovering the dead
bodiea of his mother and the man upon the
floor, rushed into the yard erying out that his
mother was dead,

A HORRIDBLE SIGUT.

The alarm was immediately given, and the
police ofticer on the heat, Mr. J. F. Jones, went
into the houze aond found not only the dend
body of the woman lying on the toor of the
kitehen, weltering In blood, but also that of
Nesberg on the opposite side of the room. The
bodice, as they were found, presented a horri-
ble appesrance. The woman was lying on her
lack beside the stove, with her hair disheveled,
and a bulley bole in the right side of her
bend, Jmmediately above the ear, and
from which the brains werea  ooxing.
The man was Iving on the floor, with
his thoulders propped up against the stairway,
his right hond frmly holding a pistol, the vici-
nity in which he was lving being covered with
blood, whilch came from a wound also In the
right slde of his head, near the temple. The sup-
position Is that after he shot the woman he sat
down npon a chair aod shot bhimself, as n chair
stood beside bige, from whicl it appeared us if
he had fallen. *iw supposition in regard to the
womnn is that ehe was engaged in cooking at
thie thme the shot was fired.

THE CORONER'S INQUEST AND VERDICT.

Coroner Spicer wae summoned a8 soon as
}uw-.»illh.', and about 1 o'clock an inguaest was
wld over the hodles, which were Iyviog just uns
they were lound.,

The jury, without retiring, rendered a verdict
that Mra. Anderson came to ber death from a
pittol ehiot in the hands of Peter Nesberg, who
thiot her in o fivof jealousy, and them committed
euicide.

A CINCINNATI HORROR,
S .

An Esttmable Young Lndy Killed by Her
Loyer—Aa dMysleviauns . nse

The Clneinnatl T'imes of Saturday has the fol-
lowing:—

Abovut nine o'clock last night the citizons of
the west end of Covingion were startled by the
report that a very estiinable young Indy =Miss
Phillomeno Wellinglioff <had  been  shot and
Killed at her home on Philadelphin street, we-
tween Seventh and Eiguth stregts, by her loaver,
Frederick Koors, It scctns that Koors had
visited the young lady's house ahout eiight
o'clock last evenivg, aud fonnd that she had
gone o a neighboring grocery for coal oll. He
took o feat in the Kitcoen and awalted her re-
torn. o about fifteen minutes she came back
audexpreseed some surprise atgecing him there,
After conversing lor a short time the couple
went into an adloining room, bat were not there
long when the family, In auother part of the
houge, were started by the repory of a plstol
and the screams of the youne lady.

Upon rushing to the doorof the room in
which the parties were, Mrs. Welllughoff found
it locked, and bheard ber danghter screuming
for some one to open it. The door was liually
opened by Miss Wellingholf herself, who
turned the key. Bhe then sisgeercd ont, ex-
claiming that Fred. had shot her and that she
was dving.

Young Kocors rushed frantically ont of the
house, and proceeded as fast as he could to
the residence of Father Froelich, a Catholie
priest, tellivg him that he had Killed his sweet-
heart, but that he did not intend to doit; that
be didn't kpow there was anything in the
stol,

] The young woman died In about fifteen
minutes after she was shot. The ball entered
her left breast, penetrating into the body.

Esquire Franels snmmoned a jury, and held
an inguest on the body.

THE VERDICT,

We, the jury empanelled to hold an inguest
on the body of Philomena Welllnghott, an un-
warried woman abont nineteen years of age,
find that the sald Philomena Wellinghofl enme
to her death from a wound from a pistol-ball
discharged from a pistol in the hands of Frode-
rick Koors, and that the handling of said pistol
hy snld Koors was either malicious or careless,
but as to which of these two the jury are di-
vided in opluion.

INTERVIEW WITH THE PRISONER,

We vigited the eity jail this morning, and
founud Koors lying on a mattress in his cell. He
was gulet, but appeared Lo have spent a restless
nicht,

Ile gald that the shooting was purely acci-
dental: that Miss Wellinghoff and he were 1n
the room together; that she was playviog with
him, and that he polled out his plstol for no
particular purpose whatever, She caught hold
of tha barrel and was trying to wrest it froem
Lhim when the weapon was discharged, but how
he did not know, He sald he was engaged Lo
be married to her in August next if evervihing
went on right; that he had never quarrelled
with ber: was not jealous of any one; that she
Lad wo uther suitor than himself,

Kuors §s a very intelligent and good-looking
voung man. He 18 a Gorman, but speaks Eng-
ligh quite fluently, PMis age is nloeteen y+
and three months, He isa clerk in the ollice
of his futher, who is a lamber merchant in Cin-
elnuatl.

DR, LANAHAN REINSTATED,

Concurrent Action of the Bishopns,

The concarrence of the bishops in the decislon
of tbe Book Commitiee, which we published on
Baturday, 18 as follows: —

To the Book Commillee —Dear Brethren: —We
received your request to be present st this jo-
vestigation of the case of the Rev. Dr. Lanahan
while we were holding our annoal session at
Baltimore. Wae telt very profoundly the gravity
aud dificultics of the duty, We therefors ap-
pointed a committee of onr board to examine the
different enactments of the General Conferenco
and the present discipline relating tothe subject.
We met ln Philadelphin two deys before you
convened us here o conler with reference to
our nuderstanding of the law, and as o the
pature and extent o! our responsibilities in the
premises,

The result of these careful delibarations is
embodied In the two papers presented Lo the
committes. We belleve that these papers stated
the constitntional and statute laws of the Chureh
on the subject. and we felt ourselves eonstruined
to print them from a clear conviction of daty to
ull parties interested in the investigation.

We lave been led to muke this statement, ns
our communication s referred to in  yonr fiasl
action,

In the further procedure of your commities,
In the executive sesslom, we had no strictly

official eonnection; nor In your final action
bhave we any ofllels]l authority. Yet, as yon
i'lllll"lf‘iiiln]l\‘ invited us to be present, and

requested our opinlons during vour delibern-
tions, we deem it to be both respeciful and pro-
per to add the following statement:;

We are happy to say that we witnessed with
great eatlsfaction the anxlety and carefulosss
with which you eonsidered sl the delicate and
perploxing quesiions upon whieh you have bheen

POLITICAL PRISONERS.

S

How They anul;l te be Treated—-A Liberal
Euglish Yiew.

The London Salurday Review has a remark-
alile article npon political prisoners, [rom which
we make the following extracta: —

There ure two theories as to the mode in
which political prisoners ought to be treated.
According to the one theory, they are persons
who have been guilty of no moral erime, or at
moet of avery slight one. They have tried to
incite to war or to make war, and they have

been beaten. They are prisoners of
ought lo be treated as such.
It 18, of course, quite proper that
they should be Kept in confinement, be-

cauee the enemies of the existing Government
cannot be allowed to go at large. But they
ouglit to be treated while in confinement with
the respect and courtesy which a generous
enemy alwayd extends to those he has captured
on the field of battle. Thevoezht to be care-
fully distingnished and Kept apart from
all  ordinary erimioals, well fed, al-
lowed Lo communicate with their
fricnds, subject only to such sapervision
ng I8 meceesary to engure that they shall not
use their involuntery leisure In hatehing or
aiding new plote; and they ought not to be
ealled on to perform any manual labor. This,
it i8 enid, is only in accordance with the prova-
lent views entertained by society of thelr
offensge. They have been possibly foolish; pos-
eibly they may have ouly sacrificed themselves
#& the ploneers of o movement hereafter to be
guccessful, but the snccess of which would have
been impossible liad not eome enthusiasis
stepped lorward to start it and suffer for |t,
No one thinks they have done anything dis-
graceful.  Their wives and families glory in
bearing thelr name, and have none of the
lnmilintion and sense of shame falling on those
who sre intlmately associated witha pickpocket
or n forger. Those who adopt this theory
waounld have liked 1o see the Fenlan prisoncrs
treated as they think the ecaplives of Sedan
are, or ought to be, treated by the Germans,
Of couree nll political priconers are not alike,
aud no one probably would elalm that the waur-
derers of policemen at  Manchester, or the
autbors of the Clerkenwell explosion, should
be treated as If they were eaptive moarshals of
France. Butif the general theory were right,
the ordinary Fenian who has been gailty of
nothing more than trensonable writing, or acts
intended wo promole disaffection or war, ought
no more to suffer extraordiary paualties be-
cause gome persons sympathizing with their
cange have been guilty of murderiog innocent
ofticinls and elvilinug, than Canrobert or Ba-
gnine ought to suifer extraordinary penalties
beenusge some French oflicers have broken their
parole. The other theory I8 that political
pricopers  are exactly [ike other prisonors,
that sedition and treazon-felony are most dan-
gerovs and pernicious erimes calculated to do
infivite harm to life and property, and that the
law must be upheld with equal severity against
them ne ngalust any other eriminal whose erime
bas been defined by Parlimment as an act desory-
ing the same amonnt of punishment. Bat it is
guite consistent with this view to say that the
rigors of pepnl eervitude may ba properly re-
laxed m particular cases, beeause those rigors
full with unequal geverity on  different men.
There are especinlly two parts of pennl disel-
pline which torture pome men and hardly affect
others. The association with the ordinary pro-
fersed ruflinn is most painful to meén who have
hitberto lived In homes of decency or refine-
ment, while to the habitual crimioal it I8 pro-

bably o source of positive pleasure; and,
obvionsly, the SCVErer forms of
manunl labor nre nothing Lo

persong accustomed to hard manual labor all
their lives, while they are full of excessive hard-
gbip to men who have never done a day’s work
out of doors. The forger or the frandulent
trustee g in these respects exactly on a footing
with the political prisoner; and in point of fact
the prison authorities do make a differcnce
when It can be shown to be reasonable that o
difference should be made. They do not foree
all thoge condemned. to penal servitude to herd
togethier, and they adjust muanual labor to the
constitution and previous habits of the work-
man. Al that politieal prizoners, therafore, if
this theory is right, ean azk, I8 that they shoald
be trested as ordinary criminals, but that they
ghould have such a relaxation of discipline
made In thelr favor as would be granted to any
ovher eriminals who were 1ike them in constitu-
tion and previouns habits of living.

MURDER IN TRENTON,

Horrible Aflalr—A Maa Kilied for his Money.

On Saturday evenlog, Asa Downe, a stranger
in Trenton, visited a pumber of drinking-saloons
in the southern part of the city, imbibing freely
ot each. With him were two companions, who
drauk ot his expenee, but not as deeply as he
did. ‘Their appearance was not remarkable,
and vooe who saw him had any suspiclon that a
horrible tragedy was to terminats their spree.

Yesterday morning, at about T o'clock, Downe
in a barn io

wae found In a dying condition
amilton towuship, about one mile from the
city. Hisleft hand aod wrist were badly cut,
and there were deep bluck marks prodaced by
the clutel of fingers on his throat, He was re-
moved to o house near at haud, where he lay
groaning and upcoasclous during the day, until
4 o'clock vesterday alternoon, when he died,
The circumstances attending the ease, and par-
tienlarly the fact that his pockets had been
rifled and wera turned inslde out, leave no
doubts in the minds of the Trenton officers thut
ke was murdered for bis money. Coroner Par-
rong, with a jury, viewed the body last evening,
and ordered a post mortem examination. The
inquest will be held to-day.

The San Franelsco Bulletin says: —"The census
returus makes the population of Californla less
than 560,000, Probably it Is quite 600000, The
reports of the counly assessors to Surveyor-
Genernl Bost give the number of registered
voters at pearly 150,000, Atthis rate aboul one-
fourth ¢f our population are voters; bul ten per
cent. must be deducted from the registered list
for deaths and removals, leaving 135 000 volars
—a larger pumber of voters thau has over been
actuplly polled. According to the Burveyor-
General's report for 1870, the taxable values of
the Siate are $252401.837. Tuls I8 nearly
$5.000.000 less than the real values as returned
by the census agenls for San Fraucleeo aloue,
As the proportion of assessed to renl values
throughout the Buate I8 pmhuh!_\' not more than
one-fourth, it Is safe to assome that the true
valne ot property in Culifornia s not under
£1,000.000,000. It was returned by the censns
of 1800 at #207.874.013, Thos the increase in
the lnst decade has been nearly five-fold; vet
witbin that period occurred destructlve floods
and Aroughts, and a large transier of population
from our mioing eounties to other Ftates and
Territories. Now that the railroad era has
begun, that manufactures are increasing, and
towps multiplylng, we antlclpate for the coming
decade o still greatur degree of prosperity than
tho above figures suggest.”

The firet reception of the President and Mes,
Grant came off Inst night at the Exeentive Man-
gon, and was attended by a constderable number
ol ladies and gentlemen, a very large portion of
whom were strangers temporarily gojourning
bhere. The arrangements for the reception were
a great improvement on former oceasions, the
ordinary dinipg room baving been prepared for
the gentlemen's dressing-room, and the State
dining-rocom for the Iadies, The Marine Band
occupied their old position in the hall adjoinlng
the stnirway, leaviog the East room and the
main halls entirely free to the guests, By this
arravgement the usual crowding attendant npon
an assemblage of several thousand guests in the
White House was almost entirely avoided, and
the pleasure of the visitors much enhanced.
